Proof  coins,  branch  mints  1392-1934  unc.,  currency  and  commemoratives

EARLY  DIMES 


The  rarity  of  early  dimes  is  understandable  when  one  reflects  that  while  the 
larger  silver  and  gold  coins  were  hoarded,  the  minor  coins  consisting  of  dimes, 
haTF  d imes,  cents  and  half  cents  were  “spent"  (which  also  accounts  for  the  few 
uncirculated  specimens  known).  We  believe  the  early  United  States  coins  are 
somewhat  undervalued  in  relation  to  the  latter  series  and  look  for  an  upward 


adjustment  in  valuations  in  the  not  too  distant  future.

Recently,  we  had  occasion  to  check  thru  want  lists  of  10  years  ago  and 
• noticed  that  those  which  were  the  “most  wanted"  where  those  that  advanced 
the  fastest.  Nearly  all  of  the  cheaper  coins  have  advanced  25%  to  35%  in 
value  while  the  scarcer  ones  have  advanced  from  300%  to  500%.  Also,  many 
of  the  scarcer  ones  consistently  brought  over  “book  value."  It  is  easy  to 
see,  10  years  later,  who  received  the  true  “bargain"  — the  collector  who 
bought  the  cheaper  (and  commoner)  coins  at  a discount  from  catalog  with  the 
coins  advancing  slowly  in  value  — or  the  collector  who  bought  the  scarcer  coins 
at  over  “book  value"  with  the  coins  advancing  rapidly  in  value.  We  have 
noticed  that  the  coins  which  brought  the  greatest  premium  over  “book  value" 
proved  the  best  buy  in  the  long  run.  You  can't  beat  the  law  of  supply  and
